were once great cities of the ancient 

civilized: world. Today thetr plory 
and importance are no more, save in his- 
tory. Here alone we find a dying and al- 
most extinct community of Sanuritans, 
the remnant of a once nuMercus 4cct, 
whose persistent cortinuation antl literal 
serformance of the Passover Sacrifice 
— attracted the attention of students 
for more than three centuries. 

Nablus, the modern Shechem, the only 
home of the Sammaritins of today, @ a 
town of about 27,000 inhabitints, lring 
some forty miles north of Jerusalem. The 
population is chiefly Moslem, the remam- 
der being cranposed of various Cheistian 
sects, together with a mere handful of 
Samaritans, Butas yet no Jew has set- 
tled there, the Biblical-axion: still holding 
good, “for the Jews have no dealings with 
the Samaritans.” | 

Besides being a center of trade, Nablus 
has gained a little fame for its soap, made 
of pure olive oil, a variety which, though 
crudely manutactured, is used almost ex- 
clusively by the people of the city, and ts

much prized by the natives of Syria and 
Egypt. | 

The tow nests in a confined valley run- 
ning east and west, between twin moun- 
tnins—Ebal, some 3,000 Teet above sea- 
level, which looms wo on the north, and 
the lesser Gerizim, about 150 feet lower, 
which clases in on the south, with its base 
in places only a few hundred yards from 
that of its mate. . 

From the lower slopes of Gerizim issue 
numerous and copious springs, ‘The mod- 
ern town has therefore crept wp in ther 
direction. “These waters, after filling the 
demand made upon them by the city, find 
their way into extensive gardens to the 
west, where flourish fig trees, laden with 
delicious fruit, pomegranates hung with 
scarlet bloom and fruit, yellow quinces, 
walnuts, mulberries, olives, and occasional 
bitter-orange trees raised for the perfume 
extracted! from the flowers. Among the 
trees many varicties of veretables grow in 
ibundance. 

The houses of the town are dome- 
rodfed and lattice-windowed, constructed 
from the soft, white limestone of Mount

Just behind the village is Jacob's well, 


Durie the period of the Judges lirtle of 
inportince ts heard of Mount Ephraim, 
except that Abimelech, son of Gideon by 
a Shechemite concubine, was made “King” 
of Shechem, and riled three years. 

With the advent of Dayid came the 
Golden Age of the Hebrews. The capi- 
tal was moved to Jerusalem, where, wpon 
lis suceession, Solomon tnnlt the re- 
nowned Temple and established thereby 
acenter of worship.

The Samaritan religion is closely akin 
to that of the Jews, the chief differences 
beng that the cult of the former centers 
abont Gerizim, while that of the Jews 
centers about Zion, and that the Sarnari- 
tom canon of Scripture js restricted to the 
Pentatench, or “Five Mooks of Moses.” 
The fater writings. including the Prophets 
and Psalms, the Samaritans repuchate os 
nninspired. oe 

In view of the <imilittty th heir be- 
liefs and practices, it seems strange that 
there exists and always hos existed the 
fiereest animosity betweer Jew and Sa- 
nartan, but it ts the animosity that m- 
variably exists between an orginal anda 

The Samaritans oiintain that they are 
the remnants and descendants of the once 
ereat trie af Ephraim. and that the split 
between them and the Jews came abit 
throurh the makudministration of the 
priesthood tiv Eli's sans. Followers of 
the Jewish Cluirch are looked upean as 
dissenters from the pure faith of Tsrael, 
and the forming of a center of worship 
in Jerusalem by besa i comdenmned 
upon the ground that the land of Eph- 
faim, with Sheeler and its mountains, 
figured in the earliest history of the Tle- 
brews; that here the first [sraclitish altars 
were erected, and that these were the only 
specific parts of the Land of Promise 
metitioned by Moses in the wilderness, 

THE KEXOWNED SAMARITAN SCROLL

‘The most precious document of this 
sect is the renawtied Samaritan scroll 
Pentatench. This scroll is sone seventy 


feet long, and toward the ed its columns. 


are divided vertically by a Small pup. 
often gccurting. between the letters of 
ihe same word. Into this gap ts carried 
and written any letter that occurs in the 
lines which fits into the writing of thie 
date, so that when readme the text it fills 
its place, while on the other hand these 
separated Jetters when read collectively 
from the top of the column to the bot- 
tom, like the Chinese, spell out the name 
and date of the writer; etc. thus makme 
it impossible for the date to have been of 
a later writing than that of the scroll 
itself, | 

The Samaritans. assert that the sornll

wre written by Abishia, the great-rand- 
son of Agron, in the early years of the 
entrance into Canaan, but oo impartial 
Htodent will allow it this very inemote ori- 
win. althomh it is believed to be the most 
ancient copy of the Pentntench in exist- 
cihce, 

So jealously prarided is this:seroll that 
few. non-Sampritans have ever seen it, 
and many of the Samaritans themselves 
have not sten it except as it ix exhibited 
on Tare occasions at feasts, rolled up amd 
covered with a silken cloth and with but 
one colar exposed. 

The seroall has recently been photo- 
eraphed fram end to end, and will soon 
be published for the benefit of [Tlebrew 
ec hilars,

While the Tews have scattered all aver 
the world Since the captiviti¢s and have 
aheorbed much that is foreign, in many 
instances adapting their religious: prac- 
tices to their new environment, the Sa- 
maritans have durmyg the sume lapse of 


time dived in the land of their fore- 


fathers, amdng Semitic peoples akin to 
the Hebrews, and because of this fact 
have handed down to the twentieth cen- 
tury a glimpse of the wld Jewsh Cherch 
almost m its purity, A: notable instance 
of the survival of on aneient religious 
ceremony is the celebration of the Pass- 
over Sacrifice. 

One of the distinctive differences be- 
tween the Samaritan and the Jew Ttes in 
their methods of computing the calendar. 
Instead of adeepting the lunar wear solely, 
the Samaritans base their calculations on 
the moon but they are at the same time 
also governed by the movement of the 
sun. The system is so complicated as 
to form one of the chief stucits of the 
young priests, Easing their authority on 
the first chapter of Genesis for thus dif- 
ferentiating from the Hebrew calendar,

rousting the sacrifice, and in proces 
the necessary wood and brush for fuel 
The ascent to the camp spot on Ceri- 
zum requires usually an hour, whether 
Hr or on foot. Nabhis:is left he- 
hind by a path leading up from its west- 
ern suburhs, and passing the Samaritan 
cemetery, an open field, its rocky and 
stone-strewn surface overgrown with 
weeds on which donkevs and cattle may 
be seen browsing. “The trail leads wp in 
short, stiff, winding courses through a 
slight depression where olives and other 
trees grow vigorously. The way soon 
becnties so ateep that beasts us well ws 
pedestrians are forced to halt at intervals 
for breath, Birt the time is not wasted, 
for the view of the town. in its. glaring 
whiteness below, fringed with verdant 
gardens and nestling between the twin

At the northern end of this space, or 
prayer anclospre, a trench has been cup 
and fined with uncutstone, “An altarot 
earth shalt thin make wute me. . 
And if thou wilt make ial altar of stone, 
thow shale not batik it of hewn stone: for 
if thou hift up thy teol upon at, thew hast 
polluted it.” 

Across this altar two large copper Ket- 
thes, filled with water, are placed. Bevoned 
the northeastern end of the inclosure, 
is the fovoor, 
af gronund oven, for the sheep-roasting 
It is a pit, the depth equal te a man’s 
height, from five to six spans in. diam- 


eter, and lined jnoa circular form, like a 


well, with rough stones. Here the rock 
crops out so near the surface that, in 
order to get the fanoor deep enough, it 
hos te be built partly above the surface 
anda terrace filled in about it, thus of 
necessity clevating it abowe the rest of 
the space devoted to the Passover ob- 
Servarices. 

It is about three hours before dark as 
we arrive, and since the Sumirton time 
starts its count from sunset, let us: forget 
one Western watehes while we remam on 
Gerizim’'s leights: 

On approaching the camp, one of the 
first things to attract our attention is the 
cloud of smoke pouring forth from the 
tanoor and curling skyward from beneath 
the kettles, for five howrs of steady heat 
predueced by burning “saris” brush and 
thorn bushes are required before the 
oven is remily for fleecing the sheep.

While witiessing this ceremony we 
were unpressed by the stoking reser 
blance to the Moslem garh and posture 
during prayer. The clothing of the Sa- 
mantan on this oecasion is, i the main, 
white, the outside garment being a publie 
made of mustin, wentical in cut with that 
worn by Mohammedan religious sheiks 
and by the old-stvle city Moslems, whe 
happily are not adopting western teas 
and modes of clothing. Ariund a dorie- 
shaped fex the priest wmds a white tur- 
ben, sometimes embroidered] tm asnlrer 
silk. 

The older men of the laity use the sane 
turban, with the costenmary Aat-topped 
fey, while the young mien and bovs, 
like the Mohaminedan youths, wear no 
turbans and are usually chid in white 
shirts-and drawers. ‘Phe Samaritans, éx- 
wept when i prayer, wear deep wine- 
entored turbans, as the result of an edict 
ef one of the caliphs, to distinguish them 
from their Mohammedan neighbors, for 
originally they wore white and were often 
mistaken for Moslem sheiks Iearmed in 
the Koran, Similarly, the Jews formerly 
used! block as a distingnishmg fue.

WHERE ANE THE WOMEN? 


During the afternoon pnd the early 
evening the womert have played no rdle 
in the scene. They have kept to their 
tents, while those unable to make their 
ablutions, and therefore prohibited from 
eating the Passover, are confined in one 
tent. . 

Like the older but now passing Jewish 
and native Christian custom, the Sarniort- 
tan women do not strictly hide from men, 
hit only veil when on the street and 
keep ont of the way when strangers are 
present. | 7 

The present paper is written after hav- 
ing witnessed the Passover ceremony 
four times—twice before the great world 
conflict and twice during it. ‘The first 
occasion was when the author wos a 
youth, the second in 1914. 

On both of those occasions the women 
were hardly seen, eating their portion of 
the sacrifice in the tents, some of the little 
girls alone showing themselves, During 
the years of the war this phase of the 
scene materiilly changed. There were no 
tourists or professors, with large cork 
hats and western clothing: no note books 
and pencils; no im«ywisitive questions ta 
embatrass the women or ta mar the an- 
cient atmosphere of the spectacie. 

Once the sacrifice had been slain, the 
crowds trom Nablus, smaller these years 
than usual, déscended and ihe Samaritans 
were left alone. In the moonlight there 
was no sight nor sound foreign to the 
surroundings to distract one's attention, 
and the imagination was given rein. The 
conception wandered hack thousands of 
years, and one only awoke with a start to 
the reality of living m the twentieth cen- 
tury whenca sudden Hash of magnesium 
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powder lit ap the sky and then left all in 
a darkntss. 

The evening prayers over, some retire 
to rest in their tents, some pray or read 
to keep awake, while not 1 few sit around 
the smouldering altar watching that every 
sora i bturmedd. | 
_ No sooner are we left alone with the 
Samaritans than the women begin to ap- 
pear, They whose lives are so moimersed 
In small things that they seldom leave 
therr homes, the older women having no 
education at all, find great pleaswre in the 
freedom of sitting around the sacrificial 
aliar, conversing in. their native tongue 
with Mrs. Whiting, and enthusiastically 
displaying their babies, awake or asleep, 
at this late hour, | 


OPENING THE ROASTING PIT 


This the three to four hours betweett 
putting the lambs to roast nid the time 
of the feast roll quickly by. Incidentally 
We retire ty our tent arid dine on roast 
lamb, killed and prepared by peasants of 
the nevghboring villages tm identically the 
sate style as the qriechoal lambs, except 
that the skin is removed, for no non- 
Samaritan is ever allowed to partake of 
the ‘sactifiee, “And the Lord said to 
Moses and Aaron, This is the ordinance 
of the Passover: There shall ng stranger

_ [tis because of this injunction that the 
Samaritans so serupulausly collect and 
huirn any scraps cut away during the in- 
spection, and that the burning altar is 40 
ngorovaly guarded. 

Even after the caremcny fs at an end, 
the ditch and oven are filled with stones 
lest any remaining charred bone or. frag- 
tment fall into the possession of a Gentile. 

As the midnight hour approaches, the 
sleepers are awaketied by callers and sud- 
denly the camp is againastir, The vouths 
with hands and hoe remove the seal from 
the oven, and clouds of steam. pour out: 
so that, even with the aid of a lantern, 
little can be seen, It ts interesting to no- 
tice the air of net § although time is of 
no comsequence: The cover is now lifted 
with mich shouting and screaming, and 
the same prayer said as when the lambs 
were placed im the oven.

The four about whom we are sure are 
Bias of Prienc, Pittakos of Mitrvlene, 
Thales of Miletus, and Solon of Athens, 
and three of these four were Trom places 
on the eastern Mediterranean, | See map 
of Asia Minor en apposite page: | 

Even if we take the whole list of the 
seven as they are sometimes giyen, fotir 
of them were from Asm Minor or the 
Azgean Islands, and only three from 
Greece proper. Furthermore, Solon of 
Athens; the most important of those 
from Greece, appears to have greatly en- 
joyed triveling.m the provinces of Asia 
Minor, for in tegard to his journeys in 
the East we hove many stories, both true 
and false, | 

One familiar story concerns his visit 
to (Croesus, the richest of the kings of 
Sardis, After his roval host hod shown 
him all the glory of the court and the 
treasures of silver and gold, Solon was 
caked whom he considered the most for- 
tunate man in the world, the expectation, 
of course, being that the Wise Man 
would name the preat and powerful 
Croesus as the most fortunate individual 
who had ever existed. 

~solon, to the king's surprise, however, 

ttanied certain obscure people whin had 
done their duty and were loved by their 
neighhors. and afterward died the death 
of simple but honored citizens, 






A TALE DESTROVED. BY HISTORICAL 
CHITICISAL 


The noble words of Solon had a great 
effect on Croesus, and were remembered 
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at the tragic moment when Cyrus was 
just about to burn hint to death, and 
were the means of saving his Hie. 

We all know this story, but, unfortu- 
nately, it can not be true, for Salen would 
have been too old and Creesus too young 
lor aty time of meeting to have been 
possible; and so we must yield this de- 
lightfua) tale, with many others, to the 
destruction of historical criticiam, 

Another stery which connects Solon 
with the East may be genuine, as fur as 
its chronology as concerned. It js said 
that the great law giver, hearing hits: 
nephew singing one day, asked him who 
was the author af the song, The youth 
replied] that it was one of Sappho's.

OF this type the com of Cyziens; an 
the Marmora, is well known.

is Fram internal evidence of writings of 
the time, Inrgely poetry, which new exist 
for the mest part in fragments, quoted 
ly Inter writers, and also from. pictures 
of vases belonging to that Setod. 

The .pictirial representations of the 
vases of the stories of the gods reproduce 
the crdinary customs of daily Hfe in re- 
gard to es worship, dress, ae of 
chaniots ad horses, weapons of war, 
varieties of minsical tnstraoments, habits 
of sitting and standing, wedding and 
funeral ceremonies, and many other 
things.

It seems to. me that we are justified in 
attributing culture to people whe could

We find in the late seventh and sixth 
cefitunes B.C, the beginning of modern 
systematic knowledge, and a careful study 
of the thought of the time will give us an 
insihe into the origin of nwndern science 
and philosophy, for ovr present vise of 
lnniage aml our ideas of the world ate 
periiecated with the results of that ancient 
thinking: 

even the emancipation from traditions 
atid the desire for independent individual 
thought, which characterize modern 
ideals, find their counterparts in the age 
of the Wise Met. 

ANCIENT CULTURA WAS ADDRESSED To 

TH RAS 

The culture that arose in Tonia wis 
very different in its form, however, from 
any development of later times, and most 
difficult for us to understand, 


It was, first of all, addressee! to the ears 
and netto the eves. We are now essen- 
tially an eyve-minded people, and measure 
our learning by the books that we read 
ard write and collect in Whrartes and br 
other things that we.can see with our 
eres. bat the sixth century Bh. Co was on 
age without any Free distribution of writ- 
ten records and only the beginnings of 
Tbrarice, which were mostly collections 
of wooden tablets; Some of the preat 
men of the latter part of the period cach 
wrote a book, bet it was a laborious 

Heraclitus of TEpliess was one of 

those who wrote a book which was kept 
for safety in the Temple of Diana ot 
Ephesus; fora book was not a thing to 
be Hghtly regarded, anil the process of 
writing was so diffienlt that it was ‘for 
easier to remember what one had written 
thin to decipher it from the hook. 
- Salon and Pitmkos wrote their laws on 
wooden tablets. However, they dtd not 
write them for general circulation among 
thetr frietids, but rather to preserve the 
laws that they Jia promulgated:

TH) READ 


Greek writing at the time of the Wise 
Men was not easy to read, for neither the 
words nor the sentences were divided! 
from each other, anid the linesran both 
from right to left and from left te right. 

The length of time which archeologists, 
even when they are good Greek echolits, 
eve tor puzzling owt inscriptions. which 
wong to that period would not lead tre 
to suppose that any writing of the time 
woukl form easy reading for an evening 
by the fireside ar an afternoon: siesta. 

During the perienl of the Wise Mien, 
however, wnoting was becoming tore 
common, as it was im that. age that we 
bad the beginning of Greek prose; and 
while it is easy to conceive of poetry he- 
ing communicated from one generation 
to another hy constant repetition, itwould 
tot he the satie with prose, at least in the 
case of prose that follawed any cansecu- 
tive tram of thought. 

There were cettain forms of prose, 
however, in the age of the Wise Men that 
could be easily remembered, such a thre 
soiled gnomie sayings, which were

HOW GREEK TORTRY WAS- PRESERVICD 


Culture was certainly oot measured by 
hook-learnmg. but every educdted ain or 
woman had to be teady with his byre, 
wher called upon after dinner, to accom 
pany af improvisation, which might be 
goed or bad, according tw his ability, IF 
he could not improvise, he repeated some 
of the wonderful poetry which was the 
ihherltance of the age, for the highest 
expression of the culture of the time was 
in its poetry, 

The older epic poctry and the lyric 
poetry of the era of the Wise Men would 
fonmch the means of culture to anv age, 
There was a freshness in the thought and 
delicacy in the nse of words in the Greek 
Wries different from anything found in 
later literature, and it is in the poetry that 
we find the real soul of the age, Many 
fragments of it have heen preserved, nwt 
by any special effort at the time, but be- 
cause it was a part of the life of the 
people and nnst ive, 

(Greek I¢rics were the result of tun 
penerations of poetical and musical ex- 
pression, and they show the real create 
work Of the era ancl furnish ws with the 
most stibtle refinement of word) pictures 
that the world has ever known, 

Musical and poetical contests were 
comin, in which the music and poctry 
were given together and depended on 
each other for the complete effect desired, 
and it is difficult ta know which was the 
more important, the music or the poetry, 

We are fannliar in classic study with 
the numnes of many of the great Ivrie 
poets of that period, but they themselves 
were as frequently colled ‘musicinns ‘as 


pocts. For instance, the poet Alkalos had 


the reputation of being one of the great- 
est musicmans who had ever lived. 

A profound moral and physical infiu- 
ence was attributed to musi. Good 





music was considered to have the power 


to reform the character and to heal dis- 
ease, and to interpret poetry and make it 


intelligible to the inner nature. The art 
of music was, therefore, one of the finest 
things in the education of that time. Tt 
was much simpler than the music of-mod- 
em times and was entirely subardinate to 
the words sung or repented, 

The charm of the music of this age 
seems to have heen purtly in the extreme 
precision ot thythnuc treatment and m a 
protracted qdwelling of the voire on one 
svHable. When the words which the 
mnsic accompanied were improvised. the 
improvising. tonk place tinder definite 
miles; and the lenrninige of these tiles 
formed the most important part af the 
education of a pact, 

‘To the reciting and the mttsic there was 
also added a rhythmic motion of the bady, 
so that the entire personality of the per- 
former was absorbed in the attempt to 
express the thought of the porcm. The 
music Was constant though subordinate, 
and the whole performance produced 
effects of which the most tnelodious of 
modem poets could never dream, 


MANY MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 


There were many kinds of musical in- 
strinments, bit the cithara and the lyre 
were the ones commonly used jn aecom- 
panving poetry, while the flute was played 
by both men and women, m furnishing 
martial music to the soldiers in time of 
war, Misical bands marched to war with 
the soldiers and plaved! cn Antes, pipes, 
and harps. | 

Far private tise, the lyre and the harp 


were preferred, for it whs thought that 
they did not prevent one from remaining 


muster of himseli—a free amd thinking 
man or wormin—while the thrte, pipe, or 
clarinet put the man beside himself and 
Ghsenred reason, 

There is a story of a harpist which 
might belong to any age. He started o 
school in which to teach hareplaying. 
He had m his school nine statues of the 
rine muses andl one of Apollo, but only 
two puplis, When some one asked him, 
however, how many pupils he had, he 
aaid: “Gods and all, twelve!” 

There were extensive choirs, whose 
music was distinctly connected with the 
religious fife of the people, These choirs 
were composed of both men and women

and were employed for public and private 
religious festivals—iq celebrate, perkins, 
a. victory, 2 death, a holy day, a birth, or 


a marriage. We sre told that Alonan,

part song. 


BRITAPSODISTS TRECEDED. DRAMATISTS AND 
ACTORS 


There was, however, no drama strictiv 
sprees the place which the drama sub- 
sequently occupied was filled hy the rhap- 
satists. A rhapsorlist wie ane who sang 
professionally ar intoned to miusic the 
pocms of his age and of earlier ages. 
For this purpose some part of the so- 
called Honieric poems was tsially se- 
lected, an intreduction and some ¢ osing 
words itdded. and it was presented to 
eompanies of people in private houses. 

A protessional rhapsodist would nat- 
rally choose the most popular parts of 
Homer: but if he were a inan of seme 
thought power, he might present his own 
compositions, although shat wotld hap 
pen more rarely. 

Whenever a hanquet was given, the 
best rhapsodist to be procured was en- 
paged, one who could recite tint only 
Homeric poems, but those of Hesiod and 
Archilochus, not neglecting the lytic com- 
posers of his-own time.  — 

In this way the best of the world's 
poctry became a part of the - familiar 
thinking of the commen people, and it 
was surely amuch easier and pleasanter 
way Of learning than through stidying 
from books. ‘There were ao many that- 
solists in the latter part of the period 
that they were organized into guilds and 
Schools, | | 


MREPARATIONS FOR A TANQUET 


The room in the hovse which wasted 
for entertaining was tnially rather large, 
with an earthen floor, which was care- 
fully swept before a feast was given, 
Refore the guests arrived, the hosts and 
hostesses washed their hands and the 
roblets were all rinsed. In the center of 
the room stood an altar, which was coy- 
ered with wreaths of flowers. The large 
wine owl was filled to the brim, 

The-guests arrived wearing crowns of

flowers, and the wine-cup; with wine and 
water, usally mixed half and half, was 
passed around, bit not before lhations 
were poured upon the ground’ for. the 
pods 
There was very free use of many kinds 
of ointments and perfumes, some of 
Wiich were very coxtly, made from all 
hinds of flowers, As a poet of the age 
Writes: 
From the-alender vase 
A, willing vouth presents to ench in tien 


A sweet and costly perfume 


Honey and cheese were given the place 
ef honer among the refreshments. The 
house resounded with mnsie and song. 

Now the thapsedist enters, wearing his 
white robe and golden crown. ‘There is a 
Man or woman with him who also wears 
a crown and who sings or plays a low 
Accompaniment to the poetry which the 
3 Mist recites, 

He begins, perhaps, with selections 
from Homer, whose poems always hod 
first place in the literary life of the day. 
and then follow some of the lyric poems 
of Terpander and Archilochos, Sappho 
and others: He naturally selects the poet 
that helones to the place where the feast

n Lesbos one would sing of Terpari- 
der, Alkaios, or Sapoho, and in Paros of 
Archiloches, and in Smyrna or Chios of 
Homer. . 


WOMEN SITARED IN AQT, CIVIC ACTIVITIES 


Social life in Tonis and the islands was 
the life of men and women together, for 
women were free in that age to share in 
all the activities, ever in public athletle 
exercises in the gymnasiton of the town, 
as we read of their doing in the Island of 
Chios, 

There were, to be sure; no suffragettes, 
for formal voting by citizens-of any class 
was a thing of Inter times, but the life of 
all was free and open and natural, and 
the standards of morality were mitch 
higher than in, stihsejuent periods of 
Greek history, It ts to the corruption of 
later times that we owe the calurinies 
that injured the fame of Sappho, for the 
free life of the era of the Seven Wise 
Met was not appreciated by succeeding 
nes. 
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Celebrations, whether public or pri- 
vate, to be acfficiently distinguished, de- 
manded something tew—a few pOe4nt, 
new tmsic, new dance motions. Thus 
arase the professional achools of the time, 
where giris and women were tanght to 
write portry and music. The best known 
of these was the School of Sappho at 
Mitvlene, although there were many 
others—twe others even in Mitvlene. 


Sapphos school was ina house in the 


city, and young women came from. all 
that part of the world to! attend it We 
know the name of one gir) whe came 
from Greece itelf to jon this school. 
They were taught the riles of poetry, and 
te compose minsic and poetry, for the life 
of the people called for mew rmtsic and 
new pectry almost every day. | 
“There was a great demand also for new 
hwmns to the ents, a6 cach town wished 
to surpass the others m its festivals, and 
each great victory in war or celebration 


of some local event depended for sneress 


on the poetry and onusic of the occasion. 

tn time of peace, wedding songs were 
constantly needed, as every bridegrmon 
then, doubtless, as at the present time, 
considered his own bride the most besn- 
tiful of all living women, ated desired to 
provide the newest and the best poetry 
for the nuptial ceremony. ‘Thus it cime 
shout that the wedding songs written by 
Sappho were anong the most beautiful 
Of her pcs. 

These carly schools for mitsic ane 
poetry, which provided for the artistic 
nec: af the people, seem to have existed. 
lefore any school of philosophy was 
know, 


THE FrReT SCiiool OF PAALOSOFHY 


The first school of pa Opey was i- 
tablished mm Miletus by Thales, one of 
the Wise Men, and was (jitite a remark- 
able institution, exerting an influence for 
more than a century, 


Thales seems to have given himself 


tore entirely to this school than to any of 
hisother undertakings, There 14 a legend 
that he never married, and when his 


mother pressed him to do so he said: “Tr: 


i not yet time.” After his youth was 
assed she apain urged him to marry and 
Ae said: “It is no longer time.”

In their charter, some gen) was selector! 
for the patron deity, and his statue woulil 
le the first thing seen on entering. the 
achool building or the grounds. Sacrifices 
were offered! to this particular deity, and! 
Dicamese and banquets were made in 
Hé honor and holidays were given on his: 
feast dave Frequently sone of the god. 
desses or muses were selected, for ane uf 
the poets-says: “Loud crying is not hitting 
in a house dedicated to the muses.” 

This form of ‘charter was called x 
thiases, and is fully deserihed in later 
times an connection with the schools of 
Athens.

remely good advice,

So it 
munliy found wi rather non- 
committal and to commands that 
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ASIA MINOR IN THE TIME OF THE SEVEN WISE MEN 


could be carried out in more than one 
way; to send an inscrutable answer, that 
eounded deep and wice and would allow 
those whe sent to consult the oracle the 
privilege of doing ther own way. 

Yet the power of the oracle was almost 
unlimited and controlled even the nights 
of kings in the niost distant parts of the 
Grecian worle, | 

There was, however, another side to 
the religions life of that tine more difh- 
cult to understand, During the sixth 
century B. C. there arose. a great wave 
of religious. emotions, affecting every 
oracle and popular temple and influenc- 
ing even some of the philosophical teach- 
ing. It seemed to appear first as.an out- 
burst of personal mitacle-working in con- 
nection with the worship of Dionysus 
and was especially strong in Asia, Minor. 
Tt taught the purging of sin by sacri- 
fice. the wimortality and divinity of the 
soul, etermal reward to the pure, bevond 
the grave, and retribution to the impure, 
the pure bemg those mitiated into these 
teachings. ‘This was the religion of the 
conan people and was closely connected 
with the Orphic mysteries. which were 
practiced in secret, took the form of secret 
societies, and therefore are almost inmpos- 
sihle to investigate. 

VHE BELIEF IN INCARNATION 


Certain of these cults believed in the 
incarnation and suffering of Dionysus 
faprens. Zagreus was a god who was 


born ngrain as 4 man, yet wis a god, was. 


recetver! into heaven, and became the 
highest and. in a sense, the only god. An 
indivaoal whe worshiped Liotvers Zag- 
reus could humself develop his potential 
divinity. | | 

Dionysis was explained in the Orphic 
mysteries as the pod within the ape af 
worship, as inexplicable joy, as the per- 
somfication of the spiritot ecstacy, and 
the impulse above reason that lifts mum 
out of himself and gives him power and 
blessedness; These mysteries were im 
part dependent upon the <inging and 
qlaving of sacred music. 

In the time of the Wise Men many of 
the old temples were rising on the coast 
of Asian Minor. The Temple of Diana 
af Ephesus, one colomn-of which is now 
tn the British Missetin, was begin, 


oy 


There is alsoto be seen in the British 
Museum ation of colossal size from 
Miletus, carved in tnarble, on which the 
noint of ‘Thales, the Wise Man, is in- 
scribed. 

Sculpture had been for some time an 
acknowledged art and figures were made 
of gold and silver as well as of marble: 
Tren also was sometimes used for eric 
ments. a6 soldering in iron was discoy- 
ered in that age by a man in Chios, 

The pottery was Pe ‘haps the most 
artistic product of the time, and ihe 
earliest known vase hearing a Oreek in- 
scription, now in the British Museu, 
was from one of the AZgean Islands, I¢ 
is ascribed to the carly part of the period 
of the Wise Men, 


THE HALLS OF FAME ABD FDOSCIT ALITY 


The social life was first of all religions, 
as the worship of the gods and goddesses 
invalved many public and private eere- 
monies, but there was also public politi- 
eal life in various forms. 

In every large city there was a prvy- 
tancum, where national heroes were hon- 
ored and where public feasts were given. 
Among the cupbearers who served the 
wine were sons of most noblé families. 
One of Sappho’s brothers was a cup- 
bearer in the prytaneom in Mitylene. 
The ig lecron was the ‘state hearth, 
where the sacred fire was ever burning, 
and there was the center af the life of 
the whole city and of the colonies sent 
out from that city. 

OF the details of the lives of the Wise 
Mfen we know very hittle, and the stones 
told about them are probably mythical, 
Bias of Priene if sometimes placed at 
their head, but Thales and Solem are the 
best known. Pittakos was a wise te- 
former and king in Mitvlene, and there 
tf one figure of bis head tn existence 
which is found in the Bibfiotheque Na- 
Hionale, in Paris, on a com of later date 
from Mitylene. | 

The life of each one of them was 
iloubtless thrilling with interest, but the 
utmost that we can do to revive their ac 
tivities i< to assaciate the few event= that 
are known with the places which were the 
theater of therr actions and which are alsa 
i part of our own strronndimyes.

BATAK HIGHLANDS OF SUMATRA

FEW low islands, eventually to be 
-& gathered to the shores of the im- 
Aemense mother-ishind by steadily 
encroaching alluvial deposit, cappeared 
and dropped from-sight in the sultry haze 
of mid-afternoon as we steamed up. the 
Straits of Malacca, Sumatra itself was 
never visible, although an the other sitle 
of the Straits, to the northeast, the palm- 
fringed Malayan coast and hluc dorsal 
minge of the mterior cemanved all day in 
view. ° 

But the Sematran east coast is so low 
and flat that its Jong, dark-green ont- 
line can seldom be distinguished above 
the black. water before the ship actually 
approaches its harbor, 

It isa swampy, unhealthy coast, formed 
by the deposits of silt washed down from 
the mountains inthe periodic inundations 
of an enormots annial rainfall, In this 
way the whole of the bread plain be- 
hween mountiins nnd sea, which, behind 
its mangrove fringe, forms the splendidly 
nich lands of rubber and tobacco estutes, 
has gradually been built up and ts steadily 
being extender. 

The mangrove plays a considerable 
part in this-extension becattse of its pe 
murkable powers of reproduction, row 
ing partly im the shallow water of the 
littoral, these trees spread ott a labyrinth 
of surface roots that act asa framework 
for the accumulating mud, which in the 
course of time mses above the surfuer 
and forms tand, 

CURIOUS SIGHTS ON THE MIVER 

The npe seeds of the mangrove da net 
fall off, but germinate open the parent 
tree, growing downward in long, straight 
slioats. Eventually these drop from their 
own weiht, and, falling upright m the 
shoal water, sink to the muddy bottom 
and there take root, Many fall bevonel 
the outer edge of the swamp, and as the 


proces® contindes nioré land is formed 
and the const-line 1s gradually pushed 
farther out into the sea. 

The morning after leaving Singapore 
we sighted the thin, dark line of the 
shore as the ship steamed in between 
the closely set bamboo-and-strme nets 
of the Malny cust fishermen, “Then the 
water became the colar of pea soup from 
the river-brought silt of yolcanie moun- 
tains, and shorty after the first glimpse 
of Sumnatra we crept into Kamla Baa wan, 
one of the mouths of the Deli River, the 
arew churning up the dirty yellow noud 
inte a frothy trail, | 

The shallow water and shifting mud- 
hanks of the const mike the location of 
ports unreliable and frequently necessi- 
tate their removal or abandonment after 
they have once been established. 

Although latre steamers naw dock in 
the port of Deli, like most other Sumatran 
ports it i but a broad, mud-colored 
streain, winding sluggishly through dense 
eqiutarial awartps. 

The ship plotghed over the har into 
the midst of scenery typteal ot low rivers 
near the line, Dripping mangroves, with 
black, snake-like roats, shut in the river's: 
edge, only here and there grudgingly 
yielding a litth space to tiny epconnt 
groves where palen-thatched huts roasted 
high on piles above the oily water, 

A few sampans and parrow rlog-out 
canoes idled along the banks, the fierce 
rays of the sun retlected! from the ripples. 
in their wake and glistening on the bare 
brown backs of thetr carsmen. 

Farther up-river a line of high-sterned

There is an airy appearance and a-cheer- 
ful, “white-man’s” atmosxphere about the 
official buddies around its -spacious 
ejuare and the cool, shailed streets of its 
European quarter, 

The white bungalows are extremely 
attractive in their green and elias 
grovinds, shaded by tall royal palms, rub- 
ber trees, barmbhoo, banyans, “flames of 
the forest,” travelers’ trees, and other 


ropical growth, | 
or he huge buildings of the Deli Oom- 
pany, within European hospital and a 
well-appointed asylum for mittee iim 
grants, are almost hidden m the dense 
verdure of a park filled with beautiful 
shade trees. | ‘

The Chinese compound, with its elab- 
orate temple, hears the unmistakable 
inark of the Celestial Republic, with adap- 
tations to East Indian. conditions, Ite 
houses, joined together in even-fronted 
rows, faced with cernent or white and 
tinted plaster, with carved ane colored 
decorations and roofs flaring slightly up- 
ward at the corsers. are much the same 
as.are found in Malayan towns. Many 
of the stores and a large part of the trade 
of Medan are in the hands of Chinese, 
who, as usual, are extremely prosperous. 

Medan's prosperity and importance ate 
due to its location inthe center of the 
rich ‘tobacco lands; and owing to this, 
with the consequent demand for labor 
and to the scarcity of native Sumiatrese, 
its population of about 14,000 is a very 
mixed ee. 


THE “DIG DAY,” SUBSTITUTE FOR SUNDAY 


We had arrived in the midst of hari- 
hocor and 40 were immediately intro 
diiced to this interesting fealure-of Su- 
matran life.

such 4 vast amount_of territory, with so 
comparatively small a number of white 
men in ther administration, that the 
Dutch planters and managers outside of 
the head office and shippmg ports are apt 
to he more or less isolated from the so- 
ciety of their own kind. Sinee it is quite 
without significance to the Asiatic lilor- 
ers, Sunday is not recognized as a holiday 


on the estates, but in its place a substitute 


las heen instituted in: the fortrihtly 
hori-basar, occurring about the first and 


fifteenth of each month and literally 


meaning “by day” of “holiday,” Both 
ite pertinent, 

On these days all the planters—the 
general term for white men in any capac- 
ity on an estate, ether their own or a 
company’s—who are able to do so, fuck 
in from their estates to the towns, those 
within reach of Medan naturally seeking 
the capital. 

Very few are free to celebrate every 
hori-boser, ard when they do come into 
town, usually arriving the might befure 
the “hig day” with weeks of silence and 
loneliness to make up tor, they waste very 
little of their time in sleep. Neither does 
any one else whose room happens to Ie 


in the vicinity of their gathering. places. 


The club and hotels are filled, as they 
wete the night we arrived, with ruddy, 
hiealthy-looking Dutchmen in fresh white 
suits, sitting around big tables in unre- 
mitting conversation, while vast quanti- 
ties of gin and bitters and other beverages 
are constimed, but with very littl effect 
on these hardy men of the open air, 


COMORT AND TRIVACY IN A MEDAN 
HOTTER 


Among its other advantages, Medan 
possesses one of the best hotels in the 
Netherlands Indies, The Hotel de Boer 
is built upon the plan Jorgely used 
throughout Farther India—the dining- 
roam, café, office, and kitchen by them- 
stlves in one single-story building, apen 
on all sides to the air and shaded by large 
covered verandas and splendid big: trees. 
Around this, forming three sides of a 
aqttare separated by a driveway from the 
central building, the bed-rooms occupy 
the entire depth of a second single-story 
Siructure. 
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Fach roam his its-own covered veranda 
in. front, cool and shady and screened 
from view, and its own bath m the cenr. 
The comfort and privacy of this style of 
constriction i trequaled for warm cli- 
Mites, 

With the aid of the proprietor of the 
hotel, I procured a servant, a Malay- 
speaking Kling, to take with as into the 
interior, Kling is the term used in Malay 
countries for Tamils and occasionally for 
other races of Southern India who come 
to these countries as settlers or for trade, 
(AN other continental Indians are called 
Rengalis:) Joseph was a Tamil, a Cath- 
otic from French Pondicherry, and avery 


food servant, 


THE WHITE MAN'S ADVENT. RESISTED 
WITH FANATICAL COURAGE 


The whole of Sumatra has presented 
avery different problem to Dutch coloni- 
zution from the orgarization of Java, 
with ten times ifs population. The in- 
habitants of the lareer tsland, though 
few in. numbers, have resisted foreign 
interference with the most stubborn and 
fanatical courage. Each one of its nu- 
merous tribes and principalities has had 
to be subdued mm tor, a Jeng and difficult 
process, as there was none of the almost 
docile submission of the Javanese. 

Sutiatea is immense in areasand be- 
tween it different sections there 14 little 
inland contiiunicstion, that which exists 
heing of a treacherous and warlike char- 
acter, Much of the tland remains th- 
explored; other parts, as the whole of 
Achin, in the north, arestll ina state of 
protracted warfare. which seems destined 
ta end only with the eventual extermna- 
tion of the resisting tribes. 

The Achinese war alone has cost over 
209,000 lives and heen an expense to Hol- 
land of $200,000,000, The first hostih- 
ties date back to 1399. hut for the last 
forty vears fighting has been continuous, 
a eutrrilla warfare of surprises:and am- 
bushes in the jutigles, in which the deter- 
mined resistance of the Achinese contm- 
ues undiscouraged, although their gov- 
ernment has been deposed and.all their 
tawns and strategic positions occupied by 
Dutch troops. | . 

Leaving the capital, our road at first led 


through same miles of country dense and 
green with vegetation, with tiny thatche:! 
tative huts making picturesque brown 
spots tn the midst of fruit trees and ooco 
paling. As we approached nearer to the 
iis, this gave way to open plains cov- 
ered with high grass and low bushes, the 
characteristic tobaceo land of Deli. 


THROTGH THE FAMOUS TORACCO LANDS 


The larger estates, especially those of 
the Deli Company, are divided into: sec- 
tions under the administration of assist- 
Ant managers. bach year only one-tenth 
to a fifth of their enormous area ia under 
cultivatien, since to maintain the high 
quality of the tohaceo grown the land is 
lett fallow for from five to ten vears after 
each crop. During the first year the na- 
tives are permitted to grow Tice upon the 
fallow fields: then the soil is leit to itself 
and to the bushes and rank grass which 
Bonn cover it. 

The tobaceo crop ia rich one, tut the 
demands tt makes upon the landand upon 
labor are such that it is not surprising to 
find the newer estites amnially devoting 
mare atid more of their attention and ter- 
ritorics to robber and other less exueting 
procucts, 

Gradually ascending in altitude, we 
passed through many miles of these mon- 
atonovs, fullow-lying plains, their deso- 
late appearance only incrensed by an ac- 
cisions! row of unused drying-sheds 
and a few fre-blackened trunks.of huge 
favalang frees, solitary survivers of the 
primeval forest. 

The sections actually in cultivation, 
however, were extremely interesting, with 
many acres of magnificent tobacco plants 
prowing ta a height of five or ix feet in 
closely planted parallel ridges, Frequently 
they hedged the road on both sides and 
extended in unbroken rows as far as the 
eve could follow over the rolling fields,

The work of the plantation is) muny- 
sided and the various nationalities em- 
ployed are usually engaged in their own 
distinctive branches of labor. ‘Thus, al- 
though sometimes replaced by other races, 
Chinese predominate in the actual work 
on the tobacco plants; the bullock-cart 
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dnvers are Khings; the carpenters are 
Bovane; the Javanese are wondmen, 
rosul-butlders; and gardeners: ona the 
Bataks and Sumutra Alalivs, who are not 
obtainable m large numbers nor reliable 
lor sustained Labor, clear the land pre- 
paratory to planting, amd buih] roads ane 
alors. ; 

The ubiquitous Stkh i* often found im 
his favorite capacity of guard or police- 
Imei. 

At the time of onr trip the tobacco 
plants were halt to three-quarters grown 
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and the drying-sheds were 
hemp prepared to receive 
them. Lpon some of the 
more advanced estates the 
lower heaves of the plants 
hav] already been picked 
a) were lairigrinigs in thes 
thrended on lone 
strings and lalweled, while 
woo] hres smouldered at 
intervals on the ground. 
Lines of two- wheeled 





bollovk carts wok Toe 
roots of thatched palm 
leaves, pruatt nage, Or even 
sheet tin, moimbhal slowly 
up and down the ronda, 
hauling supplies ond ma- 


terial tor the estates. Many 
of the shaw-pletding Inchan 
oxen were maprificent big 
Curerot animals, with larer 
hoops and long silky dew- 
laps, and. wath their reid- 
turhaned “Tamil drivers: sit- 
ting on: the tloor of the 
optn-Cronied carts, were 
dirimvly reminiscent of thie 
en plantations of Ceylon,

SOMATA

oxtet are of avery different type. These 
are of dirt or aay, well tilt andl main- 
tained. and said to be very good in dry 
weather. 

Cniortunately, we were there when 
eevee cas of continnons riinfall had 
reduced them to an altos? impassable 
giate ot soft nme nnd shipype Ty clay, and, 
while our experience ts perhaps hardly 
a fair criterion; 7 can scarcely believe that 
with the enormous anni! rainfall of 
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Sumatra stich is not the condition a large 
part of the tir, 

The road trom Medan to the interior, 
however, gave no warning of what was 
ta follow. Leaving the plams and the 
tobacco plantations, tt gradually ascended 
through wilder country, and presently, 
with well-engineered zigzags, began to 
climh into the mountains, 

At 3,000 feet altitude we came to the 
tiny sanatorium of Bandar Baroe, a te- 
coperaimg station in the clearer atmos- 
phere of the hills:tor Europeans of the 
Deli Company enervated by the on- 
healthy life of the lowlands. It was ‘a 
wee bungalow of three or four rooms 
with a wide, poineed roof of thateh, and 
from its?perch on top of the wsirml piles 
tt looked out between tall tree-ferns 
over the plain. below. 

Here we spent the mght, having first 
applicd’ to the Contreleur for permis- 
sion. ‘The native in charge had no sup- 
plies, so we had recourse to our own. for 
the first of a series of “ruined ments” 
that continucd without interruption until 
we returned to Medar. 


A WAGON THALN OF SHIFTING SHADOWS 


In the evening, stretched out in com- 
fortable wicker chairs on the bungulow's 
littl: veranda, we watehed a tram of 
loaded Iniffalo carts winding atiff_y up 
the hill in a heavy rain. The air was so 
fresh and cool it was difficult ta thmk 
of the hot, sultry coast less than forty 
miles away. The ram pattered gently 
on the ground and rolled off the over- 
hanging thatch of the eaves in big drops, 
while the creaking of wheels and soft 
cries of the drivers drifted ap from the 
labormg freighters on the road, 

For more than an hour the train crept 
slowly past ina single file of vague, in- 
determinable shapes, with swaying lan- 
ters casting dim cireles: of light arid 
meer shifting shadows in the misty 

thness. We watched in fascination 
while the tiny spore appeared out of the 
pin gle below ane sinattiened inte.a twink- 
ling line which wound wp past the bunga- 
jow and disappeared one by one above ns 
inte the mht and the forest, 

Early the next morming we continued 
our climb over the pass. The semi- 
tropical veyetation which had suceeded 
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the coarse prate of the denuded plains 
gave: way in turn to magnificent virgin 
forests, unbroken except for the narrow, 
winding path of the road, 


THE SUMLATRAN JUNGLE 


The enormous stright-trunked trees, 
ensnaced by giant creepers, vines, and 
hige air fants, made so thick a canopy 
overnead that only a dim twilight filtered 
in, and that failed to reach the ground 
through the dense, impenetrable tangle of 
veretation, . 

Little brooks of cher water rushed 
steeply down the mountainside, hurrving 
filong to the slugpish yellow rivers of the 
plains their tiny cantritmtions for the ex- 
tension of Sumatra’s coast. Butterflies 
flitted in the blue-black shadows: jungle 
fowl, their lirilliance all sibdwed an th 
Obscure half light, vatished silently from 
the edges of the road as we approached, 
ind other little creeping and fugitive 
things sought the security of the unbe- 
traying jungle, ) 

nsecta with voices ott of all propor- 
tion to their probable site screamed 
shrilly from the branches, and the ocea- 
sional whistle of a bird or the dull boom 
of a falling tree echoed through the 
silent, dark recesses of the wood. 

Much of the lite. of the jungle we saw 
along this litth frequented road which 
opened up the very heart of the virgin 
forest, but infinitely more were we our- 
selyes observed, Sometimes the crack 
ofa broken branch betrayed the hurried 
withirawal of a larger animal, or -a 
whirr of wings that of some startled 
hird: but only one’s own sixth sense told 
of the hidden watchers who silently fol- 
lowed our progress with wondering, wt 
friendly eves, | 


PURSUED AY IOSTS OF CURIOUS MONKEYS 


The swaving of branches overhead as 
we zigzagged up the pass did pot mean 
wind m the quiet forest; it meant mon- 
keys, and therr antics were an unfailing 
amusement, whether we kept on or stop 
ped to watch them. Some waited im 
silence until we drew near, then plunged 
back into the forest with a crash of 
branches which inevitahly prodveced on 
us the shock they secmed to have de- 
signed, Some tore furiously along be-

side us through the trees in a desperate 
attempt to cross in front of the car be- 
fore we could catch up to them. 

When they did cross, far overhead, 10 
a stream of small gray bodies flying 
through the oir between the treetops, 
they a5 furiously raced along on the other 
side and crossed hack again, Others 
clung to swaying branches and bounded 
up and down ina Trenzy of excitement, 
shrieking gibes in sharp crescendo as we 
passed, a 

Often in the midst of their agitation 
they suddenly lost all-interest and forth- 
with paid tio more attention to ws: or sat 
in silence with weazened, whiskered 
faces peering solely down from the 
trees. | | 

As in Ceylon, it would have been dis- 
astrous to leave the motor unguarded 
anywhere ina Sumatra forest, for every 
thittg that prving fingers could unserew 
or remove would soon be reposing merrily 
in the tree-tops, 

There were many tribes of the monkey 
people: little black fellows with very long 
tails; troops of impudent brown ones; 
shy black-and-white monkeys with fine 
silky coats? atid hordes of big pray beasts 
whi chased and tweaked each other, 
evoking shrieks of protest. 

Near ty, vet-aloof from the hands that 
fed and gamboled together, were a few 
eormous black bulks which from the 
distance might have been curious vegeta- 
ble formations in the trees. But they 
moved, antl T stopped ta examine one 
through the glasses, when my mother 
suddenly called my attention to srime- 
thing on the other side. ? 

From a leafy branch less than forty 
fect away a great round head protruded 
and a solemm black face, comically like 3 
stilky old savage, gazed out upen us. For 
a few minutes it stared im silence; then 
with unhurried, deliherate movements Te- 
turned toa leisurely search for food. 





WATCHING THE TOWERFUL GEANT- 
OVTARG 


‘Orane-outang,” I whispered, “Only 
found here and in Bornes, ‘There are 
two more on the other side. . . , See 
hina pull that branch down!” He reached 
up one tremendous, sinewy arm and with 
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the greatest ease drew down a branch that 
would scarcely have bent beneath the 
weight of a heavy man. Dolding- it with 
one hand. he pawed idly over it with the 
other, occasionally transferring some 
morsel to his mouth and promptly spitting 
it out v2 it displeased him. . . 

When the branch was duly inspected 
he relensed it, and the seivk! of leaves 


as it flew back through the arr pave some 


idea of the strength that had bent. 1, 
There was no teed of whispering, for 
although we watched this one for half an 


hour with the glisses he ignored our pres- 


ence conpletely, and excerpt for the first 


brief inspection not one of the hig apes 


chowed a sign of consciousness of ottr 
proximity. They were very well aware 
of it, but were too powerful for fear, arid 
the orang-cutang rarely troubles those 
who do not bother him. We were mot 
inclined to regret this mdifference, how- 
ever, for the “old man of the forest” 
can be extremely disagreeable when he 
chemses. 


AN UNSOCIABLE JUNGLE EAST 


The other: monkeys and apes all moved 
in trotvps, but the orang-sutanes went 
iHote—severcly slene—for thetr smaller 
relations seemed to give them a wide 
berth. 

Unlike the monkeys, they appeared con- 
servative af energy, and every movement 
was carried out with a caretul delibera- 
tion most-amusing to watch, ‘Their huge 
black bodies were very conspicucus in the 
trees: their tomks thicker than a man’s, 
with short, heavy legs and arms of extra 
ondinary length and power, 

Apparently quite sutished with the food 
within reach, the great apes moved lazil 
along the branches, holding on with their 
feet and scarcely changing their positions 
while we watched them, One eventually 
decided to transfer lis operations else 
where and sauntered off through the 
trees, swinging his upright body from 
branch: to branch with powerful, far- 
reaching arms. Ili movements were still 
slow and deliberate. but the progress he 
made was astonishing, though now and 
then interrupted ae he stopped to imvest- 
gate some delicacy. 

The last we saw of hin he was hange- 
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ing serenely by one long arm, mdolently 
exjlormg a branch with hoth feet and his 
other hand. 

The [oeckit Barisan, a series of moun- 
tin Tanges running the whole le ngth ot 
the island! tear the western coast, splits 
inthe north into parallel chams which en 
eircle the broad Karo-Datak plateau and 
the wast area of Toba [ake In these 
partially explored ranges there have al- 
rendy been dscavered ninety v1 Jeans, 
twelve of which-nre now nuctive, the con 
etrictive and destructive forces of Sit- 
mitra s fommtion. 

The road from Deli crosses over the 
northeastern part of the parallel chains 
inte the Batak Highlands, as the plateau 
ed, by a pass between the mountains 
Sibajak and Haras. 

As we neared the summit of the pass a 
narrow hreal in the forest revealed a 
sper view through the trees, over the 
blue ravine and densely timbered moun- 
tainside, to the wide coastal plain shine 
mering in the beat-haze below: then the 
foliage again closed in aimtil we reached 
ae heteht-of-farnd and Jnokecl oot on the 
HOLT 
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aol, treeless expanse, scarcely lower 
on thie top OF the pass, etreichied out 
before os in) limitless brown waves, a 
desolate tangle of prass broken only by 
detached volcanic heights, Two active 
vilcanoes: the Hoetherninist Of the tuner, 
towered threateningly ahawe the omhers— 
Sihajak puarding the entrance through 
which crept the highland road: Sinaboeng 
maing trom the plateaw m majestic tola- 
thon, fs srioke-crowned posal and deep 
purple sides owtlined against the heavy 
white clouds that hung behind it,

ness atl monotonous solitude that. the 
highlands pave waa little changed by the 
few scattered compounds and occasional 
matches of coltivation liter revenled as 
Wwe progressed. 

ln common with the greater part of 
Sumatm, which could casily ‘sippart 
twenty “five times its present population, 
this section is sparsely inhahited-and the 
Wilages are stall and far apart.

but it consists only of Tittle patches of 
nee and other grain struggling werakl\ 
against the all-encompassing rank growth 
ind is fmrely sufficient to supply their own 
modest titecs, 

Not fur from the top of the pos® we 
aveduttled the long train of fremhters 
which we catiched in the ram of 
tlie everiiig hee fore erec ny Ly) the Monin 
tain side past Bandar Baroc, The two- 
wheeled carts. with low, roughly thatched 
rocks of branches, extended im 
ingle file: far ont acrass the plain, with 
the thin Jews of their red-turbaned Tamil 
drivers danghng between the ahaits. 

The turffaloes were ary and ditty, aticl 
by the discouraged droop of their heads 
secre! to express.deep discontent wath 
the wallowless uplands. Among the slate- 
pray backs of the slow-plodding line, half 
a doven light pink albinos—an absurd 
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color on an animal of that size—regarded

Dark clouds oresaging the tistial rait 
of afternoon had already appeared on 
the horizon when we stoped for a hasty 








tific by the roadside, The rains of many 
afternoons had reduced the road to. a 
bottorless morass of mud and elny, for 
we had Jeft behind the Inst traces. of 
meialing a few miles after clearing the 
re viritaliys. 

While the average altitude of the plains 
is about four thousand feet, the level of 
the rolling surface varies more than a 
thousand, ated the steep cliv hills become 
sppallingly slippery when wet, Up these 
the car barely crawled; moving crab- 
fashion, with the rear wheels revolving 
furiously ti spite of “non-skid” tire 
chains, and flinging unbroken streams of 
clay-nind in all directions, which my boy 
Joseph vainly tried to dodre while he 
threw armifils of cut grass under our 
track, 

On the down grades we tobogganedd 
with hair-raising speed, wheels locked, 
and the whole road, surface sliding with 
as, frequently finishing np in the ditch 
lf there happened to be curves on the 
deswent, Fortunitely the ditches were 
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nor very deep, but they were. quite 
enough, in their saturated condition, to 
call out the shewvel before the car could 
be extricated. . 

Near the mud-hole im which we elected 
to stop for tiffin, fifty or sixty Batak 
women were holding a market, all squat- 
ting about on the ground, surrouniled Try 
wiles of dtied palm leaves, rattan, and 
bi woven baskets full of gram, dried 
fish, and various other comestihles. 

As seemed geticrally to be the case 
throughout the highlinds wherever work 
was in progress, men were conspicuiusly 
absent, and the women bargained and 
gossiped or waited for some one to come 
ani) hargain with them, paying little heed 
to my intrusion in search of photogriphs. 
A few were young and not uncomely m 
feature, but the vast majority appeared 
old and hideous, the inevitable pesults of 
eitly marriage, overwork, and, above all, 
the custom of filme the teeth. 


THE PRACTICE OF FILING THE TRETTHI 


This. practice is quite common among 
the tribes of Sumatra, and with the 
Bataks it 1s invariable among both sexes. 
The operation, an extremely painful one, 
is begun at an carly age and continned 
until maturity, when both sets of teeth 
have been conipletely fled away down to 
the jawbone. Although the Bainks* usual 
food of rice, syrup, and finely chopped 
meat and fish is Soft art) easily digested, 
their inability. to chew must be a senious 
physical disadvantige. 


The custom onginatedd as a form of 


personal adornment, no more strange 
thin many similar practices among other 
wild tribes of the tropics: but the reasons 
for it do not seem to have been mberited 
with the practice itself, To my reprated 
imjurries the answer was always the same, 
the usual mitive explanation for native 
custeria—"Batak people have always 
Jone so.” . 

The afternoon tam came up earlier 
than useatal and caught us on a winding 
ascent to ene of the higher levels of the 
plam. hor deubts of ever reaching the 
lop prew very acute, but after many 
futile attempts and the burial of a great 
deal of grass in the deep ruts made hy 
the whirling rear wheels, the car strug- 


so 


gled up and we were sayed from another 
night in the open. 

The rain was falling in floads when we 
finally splashed and skidded into. the lit- 
tle ceumoune of Sariboe Dolok and 
sought the meager protection of a tiny 
rest-house. It had two dark little rooms 
with a kitchen house.in the rear, and as I 
groped my way inside I sprawled over 
the body of a large tiger. It was quite 
dead, but the encounter was somewhat 


The house boasted of little in the way 
of furniture or supplies and the mght 
Wits nei cold, hut we were cornparitively 
dry and were offered the luxury of a 
chicken for supper, 3 
 “Lusury” is perhaps a trifle ealogistic 
for the rubber-like fowl that wos set be- 
fore as, Had we been alle to eat him, 
we might, like the Batak: cannibals, have 
theorbed the wtedom of ins hardy ex- 


perience; but life had been too long and 


death too recent to admit of any such 
liberties with the corpse. 

Saribae Dolok, the capital of Simelun- 
gen and Karolanden, is not of the impor- 
tance that its official title might suggest: 

[tis a lonely settlement of cight or ten 
native houses, an opium store, the guest- 
house, and the bungalow of the Assistant 
Kesident, whose life there must be any- 
thing but socially gay. This courteotts 
official spoke excellent English, as do the 
moarity of Dutch m the colonies, and, 
hesides affording a great deal of informa- 
lion, tude us a present of six egys—a 


welcome addition to our tinned sipplits, 


as we had found eggs an anprocurible 
commoditv, even where chicketts were 
ta be had. 

L also learned! from him that the Aam- 
feng Kebon Djahe, architecturally the 
most interesting ct the Kare-Batak vil- 
lages and the one | was most anxrous to 
see, lay about twenty-five miles back by 
the way we bad come, on ahill nenariy a 
rile af. and not visible trom, the main 
road. 

20 the following morning we retraced 
mur way over the fearful clay-mud track, 
by no means improved by the evening's 
downpour, inti we ocanre to a lialf-obivt- 
erated trail leiding westward toward two 
isalated litle white houses. These formed 
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the “Government Center,” or “European 
(inn tier,” of Kehon Diahe. and half oo 
mile beyond, percherl on the top of a 
steep clay hank ahove a stall river, the 
remirkable buildings of the native bani 
Pomg lay hidden away ma chimp. of trees.

Rebon Ojahe was wt, 
like any. other village | 
have ever seen. For sev 
trol hours we roamed 
around, exploring the 
compound, fascmiatesd hy 
ill its singuhir pict 
esnmencss—the renwmrk- 
shle sky-line of the roofs 
nnd their fortastic dee- 
orations, the bhwe- clad 
iirures groupe at their 
tivers tusks below, and 
the ehective blending of 
brilliant eolore with the 
green of Tmboo leaves 
anil ravich lircwn of 
the tmass<overed thatch. 
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The sun had zone 
down unobserved in the 
Clouds and the early twi- 
light had fallen before 
we lett Rebon [)iahe. 
Vaue misgivings -of the 
rome fro there to Sarre 
hoe Dolok om the chork 
had begun to assail my mind, when the 
car, Which had been rocking and. «kil 
ding over the rain-soaked trail, suddenly 
plunged deeper into the mod, stopped 
shart, and bepan to sink 

There was a lithe bole in the center of 
the track, no bier than « man’s hand, 
which on the way wp had seareely heen 
moticenlte, bat in passing aver tt im te- 
turning, the whole road seemed to open 
ap am engulf us, A frriows effort to 
clear the chaam, whatever it might be, 
oily siccecded in hastening our danom. 
When we stopped scttling the car wns so 
devp that a list :te the right brought the 
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top, which was ap, to the 
lewel of the roa surface, 
while between the top andl 
Ihe ground on the other 
side there was barely 
enough space left ta crowl 
Cire it 

Apy further sinking of 
the car night have perma- 
nenithy intprisoned ws, so we 
hastily crept out on our 
stomachs throurh the sticky 
clay-mud and wewed the 
catastrophe. It was not en- 
conmaging. A. careful sir 
vey of the car showed it to 
he hopelessly buned, be- 
youd any possibility of my 
disinterring it unaided, 

The chamnfalls, i the 
equipment box on the rest, 
were completely out of 
sight some four feet un- 
derground; but even hae 
dug them out there wis 
nothing to which to attach 
them, and in-any case the 
car was too thorcuphly m 
the grip of the mud to have 
yielded to. single-handed ef- 
forts. 

With some difficulty I 
iiscovered the cause of the 
accident, A hamboo cul- 
vert far toler the road, 
uv ach had rotted! peacerually 
nid tndisturbe:l since tt 
had been lat, hard finally 
collapsed fram our weyrht, 
after being weakened by our first pus- 
aire ower it, 

Fo -estricate ithe car was a task for a 
first-class train-wrecking crew, and | felt 
littl confidence of ‘bemg able to raise 
halt a dozen helpers in that country, 
especially as I had left Joseph in Sariboe 
Dolok and woul! be unable to explain 
our predicament to anv natives [ might 
meet, 

kebon Djahe seemed the one light on 
the situation; but night was falling rap- 
idly, amd as my speedometer cable had 
broken in the morning.and there were 
no fiticeable landmarks, I hind only a 
ditt idea how far away the. compound 
might be. 
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Forimvy mother to be left alone at night 
in the wilds of a country until recently 
addicted to canmbalam, while [ set out 
ou ah indeterminate search for help was 
“ql unpleasant prospect; but as Kebon 
ihe might have been eight or ten 
miles away—a nasty walk in the mud and 
the dark—that seemed the only sohatiott. 


KATIVE PRISONERS MARCH Tt) THLE RESCUE 


For over an hour [ walked, or tather 
waded, down the road in the utter atill- 
ness af the desolate highlands. Then a 
few barely audible shouts drifted up 
from across the plain, and I <trogeled 
through the -grass in their direction to a 
tins paddy feld on ithe top of a low hall, 
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after ascertaining that she bad suftered 
nothing more than an unpleasant wart. 

“] don't know,” she replied, “but I'm 
very glad to have you back. I've felt 
nither “shivery’; first watching them ap- 
pear ont Of the dark, one or two at a 
time; then hearmg them talk in Jow 
voices. 1 dict know whether they were 
planning to eat me or simply disenssing 
why I chose this particular place to sit 
in. But for the last half hour they have 
stood like a row of vultures and haven't 
made a sound, and) that was the worst 
of all” ; : 

“These are not bad people around 
here,” sai) Min yon der Weide, the Dutch 
planter; “but they ate hot always to. be 
trusted. Tao not-think it well to be alone 
in the highlands at might.” 

Ammed with native spades, shaped 
somewhat like a wide-bladed adze, and a 
emall forest of strong cut poles which 
we had fortunately discovered piled by 
the roadside, the crew attacked the motor: 

The prisoners were strong anid willing ; 
my tearing in the recovery of automo- 
hiles from strange places had been varied 
and thorough, and, aided by the untiring 
tficrts of Mr. von der Weide, we soon 
had a wide excavation made around the 
cur, supporting it meanwhile with shores 
to prevent further sinking. 

Then with the poles as huge levers we 
pried up each end of the machine a little 
af a time, filling the chasm underneath 
with « cob-house of other poles cut into 
various lengths, wotil the car, resting on 
a wooden pitr, tose to the road level 
and was dragged to comparatively firm 
ground, | scraped off the worst ot the 
clitigang mud from those parts that were 
completely choked with tt, and coaxed 
the motor info starting. | 

There seemed to be no damage except 
for twisted mudpuards, and we ran back 
to Kebon Djahe accompanied by Mr, yon 
der Weide, who insisted on our spending 
the night there—we did nop requre 
much urging—while our army was 
mitched ceremoniotsly back to jail, 

The tight was-extremely cold. at least 
for within three degrees of the equator, 
but we had been «pared the ysial evening 
storm and although: plastered from head 
te foot with clay mud when we came in, 
we were very comfortable. 


In the morning; after a very early 
breakfast of Dutch cheese, brown bread, 
and delicious cocoa, and another hour or 
more spent im windering about the fasci- 
nating buildings of the miive compound, 
we mn back to Sariboe Dolok. The 
rad, although still in a wretched: con- 
dition, had dried) considerably, as there 
had teen no rain the previous day, and 
we reached Sarihoe Dolok without diffi- 
culty, picked wp Joseph, and kept on to- 
ward ‘Toba: Lake. 


How THE NATIVE MOTHERS WEAVE 


Not far beyond the Assistant Resi- 
deney was the small campound of Kina- 
ling where we tiade another long stop, 
lt was conecaled by the tnstomary 
thicker of bamboo, and although the 
houses were smaller, poorer, and not 
neatly so elaborate in design as those of 
Kebon Djahe, the native life was even 
more iMberesting, 

Scattered about the inclosure were 
crude bamboo frames; attached to the 
piles of the houses: or to poles dmven 
info the ground and fastened at the cor- 
nérs with straw rope. At these the 
women of the village were scated—their 
legs stretched out on the ground before 
them and one end of the trame in their 
laps—and with the most primitive kind 
of equipment were producing the sarongs 
for which Kinilang is noted throughout 
the highlands. (see illustration, page 84). 

Their moverments seemed in nowtse 
hampered by the babies tied on their 
hacks, nor were the babies themselves in 
the least discancterted at having theit 
small heads almost snapped off as their 
mothers worked, 

Large bamboo reels heli! the yarn to 
be transferred to the spindles, and im lit- 
tle hitmnboo pails beside each frame were 
the strong vegetable dyes: which the 
weavers applied on their work, spreading 
the color with bunches of chicken feath- 
ers, whilt they kept shooting the spindles 
from side to side between the separated 
strands of the warp. | 

In spite of its thriving industry in 
sarongs, the houses of Kinglang showeec 
none of the neatniss and decorative fea- 
tures of those of Kebon Djalie: All, ex- 
eet the huge, oddly shaped communal 
building. were loosely thrown together, 
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better than above, as well as traversing 
@omore wooded and much. prettier coun- 
try. There were, to be sure, two narrow 
rain-sonked cuts where the water had not 
run off, through which the car barely 
succeeded in struggling; but the high- 
land roads had made us indifferent to 
anvthing short of being pennanecnitly

A SIRETING CH DATAK AND MALAY. 


TRADAIEN 
We made further stops at two other 


diminutive compounds: In Poerba Dotok, 


‘as at Kinalang, the women were weaving 
zirongs and pounding rice; at Pematang 


Rajah there wasa market, anda meeting 


of Batak and Malay hesidmen —gor- 
geously dressed, with huge golden but- 
tons i their jackets, finely wrought 
bracelets around their arnis, and res 
with beautifully carved hilts stuck into 
the brilliant sashes at their waists. 

As we left this pictitresque group and 
drove slowly on, a hamboo chair swung 
high on the shoulders of four bearers 
appeared hurriedly up the road, and from 
it, as we passed, a wife of one of the 
chiefs pared curiously down at our un- 
familiar equipage. 

Shortly behind her, preceded by dire 
shrieks, three men in equal haste to reach 
the market came trotting around a cor- 
ner, each carrying two live black. pigs 
tightly bound in split bamboo and pro- 
testing volubly, as they were swing ut 
the ends of the shoulder poles. 

We ran over a swampy road, pradually 
working tipward, actoss a desolate, grass- 
eyed plain, Only a few mountains 
dim in iba distance pave any sense of 
limit to the rolling plateau, and except 
for the swift-flying wild pigeons, a few 
of which I shot to add variety to our 
larder, there was nowhere any sign of 
life, . 

Bark, ominous clouds bore dewn upon 
ue as we splashed over the soft level 
stretches, skidded down short, slippery 


descents, and labored on the upgrades. 


among the holes and crevasses of deep 
washout, 

In one place the road was evidently 
being lowered, and for several hundred 
yards more than half of it had been cut 


away, leaving a shelf.on one side too nar- 
row to drive on, and on the other a sex- 
foot trench which was ede § TmOTAHa 
of tid and water: As the shelf was 
quite impossible, [ chose the trench, 
started upat with a mish, and promptly 
stiick fast. 

No efforts could: move the car in either 
direction. ‘Fhe sticky clay formed solid 
disks about the flving wheels, completely 
nding ftire-choms and rope ai 1s 
smooth yellow comting, 

_ After an hour af whavailing labor, 
Joseph and I abandoned the effort to 
extricate the machine, and as darkness 


was rapidly falling we held a hurried 


consultation to determine what should ‘be 
dene, Tt was finally decided to desert 
the car and atternpt to fooander eee 
the mud to the nearest native village, It 
was a desperate decision, but the only 
alternative was a night in the car, | 

Detaching one of the side lnsmps, 
whose tittul ravs would enable us to 
nivoid the deepest pools of water, the 
three of us began the sliding, splashing 
tramp. 

About a mile bevend where the car 
was entombed we came to a-cut, and at 
its edge the dull rays of another lantern 
showed half a dozen natives putty away 
sone tools inva litth shed, Joseph and [ 
immediately scrambled over to question 
them. Only one spoke Malay: the others 
were part of his gang of road Inhorers— 
an evil-loohing lot, 

[ was surprised at finding human be- 
Inge there, and, feeling conseqient mis- 
givings over the security of our aban- 
doned cor and luggage, [ asked the man 
in charge if he or one-of bs men would, 
for a: sintuble consideration, spend the 
night in an automobile about a mile down 
the rol, to guard at from being molested 
during mv eae To my astonishment 
he promptly refused, and, ‘asking the 
question in tur of his men, met with, 
immciiaie neputives, 


THE NATIVES’ DREAD OF TrckaS 


TLeould sot account for their unwilling- 
ness, The ctshions of the tonneau would 


surely afford as comfortable quarters as 


any they Were accustomed to; it could 
not be the storm of which men of the 
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highlands were afraid; and the reward [ 
had offered, though small enough, was 
probably erutivalent to about a week's 
Hcomit. 

Then it occurred to me that they were 
afraid of the automobile itself, and | 
hastened to assure them that 1t wis not 
only dry and comfortable, but quite safe; 
that | had locked it up, and that it could 
not move until I] myself released tt 

“Oh, it is not that,” said the spolces- 
man, with an air of having slept-im aito- 
mobiles most of his life: | | 

“Well, what is it then?” T was both 
curious and a trifle annoyed, 

“Tipers,” 

“Tigers” | 

“Yes, indeed,” said Joseph nervously, 
tratislating, “He say plenty of tigers 
here come down sure and eat him up!" 

*Eut not in the automobile,” D objected. 

“Oh, no; tiger first take him out.” 

I readily persuaded the men to help 
carry our luggage to the village, five 
tiiles as he estimated tt, but nothing 
would induce any of those natives. to 
spend the night within reach of the great 
prowling beasts. . 

A walk down the mountain to the rest- 
house on the lake was quite as arduous 
as we had feared, The trail descended 
some 1,500 feet in long zigzags. When 
we finally reached our destination, my 
mother was nearly. exhausted, and we 
wert both too grateful for the shelter 
to be eritical of what we found. But 
even 50, one could hardly have called 
the accommodations luxurious. ‘The 
whole building leaked; it was overron 
with toads, lizards, spiders, cockroaches, 
and various other pests. 

We rose stiff and tnrested in the 
morming, but when the carly mists had 
hited from the green island facing us, 
the beauty of the clear highland lake 
hanished every thought of weiriness and 
iliseomfort. 

Few lakes in all the world can offer 
such a setting as the Toba Meer. The 
evicircling mountains of the Barisan chain 
tize sheer from the water's edge, thetr 
guttered sides white-flecked with the 
toam of many rain-fed cataracts. 

In the purple shadows along this sorm- 
ber rim, indistinct little villages cling pte- 
cariously to the steep slopes, checkered 


ou 


with the tiny squares ofa few light green 
or ¥ellow paddy fields, 

Overhead the winds ‘of the tionsoqn 
may moan and whistle about the peaks, 
but the deep blue surface of the like is 
seldom muffled, save by the V-shaped 
wakes of the dug-out canoes, which skim 
about like tiny water-bugs in the vast di- 
mensions Of the stlent tmomntain ampli 
theater, | 

Amid stich surroatndings we lost all 
count of time until hunger necessitated 
our return to the moter car, which was 
salvaged from the mud only with great 
difficulty, 

Many tnals and: adventures were en- 
countered in making our-way down Tram 
the heights, but when we reached Penia- 
tang Siantar we were out of the high- 
lands:and hack again on the coastal plain, 
although still at a considerable elevation 
and a long distance inland. The moun- 
tains from this point sloped quite grad- 
wally toward the séa. It was again warm 
at night, warm and soggy, and we re- 
turmed to sleeping on the bedclothes, after 
the unaccustomed treat in the highlands 
of sleeping under them. 


A MALAY COS MOMS 


 Siantar forms.a trade Hak between the 
highlands and the coastal regions, and at 
its market half the nationalities of the 
Sundas may be found, beside many from 
the rest of Malayati, from India. proper, 
and from the extreme Exst. There in 
the morning | wandered for over an hour 
between rows of women and boys who 
sqtratted on their heels behind thetr trays 
and baskets, while the stream of different 
tribes flowed steadily past. 

Mostly they wore Flataks, hideous with 
ted-stained, toothless mouths; Sumatra 
Malays in brilhantl: flowered sarongs: 
and blictrousered Chinese weartog the 
typical broad brown topecs. or straw ai- 
fairs woven. in the form of. baskets and 
filled with a kind of lacqaer. 

Chhers bargained, gossiped, or wan- 
Hered ainilessiy anionge them — Malavs 
from far corners. of the archipelago: 
pretty Sundanese girls with white jackets 
and smoothly. combed hair: Tamil women 
in scarlet sar, and Tamil rien with white 
dhot and red turtans; Gandjarese, 


Sikhs, and even wandering Pathan trad- 
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ers from the Afghan frontier, long- 
haired and dirty, with heavy, boat-shaped 
shoes and dyagi trailing from their rak- 
ihly set cups. 
THE CIINES! COOLIE’S GHOWING POWER 
There ‘were many mote, bit of every 
five two were Chincee, Some were nearly 
niked, hali-starved new arrivals peddling 
troys of small nicknacks hung from poles 
across thetr calloused, sweating shoul- 
ders, Others, laborers earning high 
wages on the plantations, squatted about 
4. native restaurant in one corner of the 
market, talking at high speed with their 
mouths full of rice or sundry delicacies 
that no one else would eat. 


And: there were many, sleck, well 


dressed, and bejeweled, who had passed 
in a brief time through both these first 
stages aml now showed the result of in- 
difference to qitivation om an tifinite 
capacity for overwork, the only assets 
brought with them. from the Middle 
Kingdom, | 

The irrepressible Chinese immigrant 
coolie seems destined to becume the 
friancial power of Sumatra, os he already 
is in Malaya, Java, and elsewhere im the 
East Indies. | 

From Sintar we ran back to Medan, 
The road wie hard and dry, a trifle 
rough at first, but such a trinsttion trom 
the soft ditches we had been following 
threagh the highlands that the very 
steadiness of out progress berat to alicm 
TLs.,, 
After the conditions of Batak high- 
Way's, GA uninterrupted run of thirty-five 
miles makes one gravely expectant of 
dire things to follow; but the read grew 
better instead of worse, and we drove 
inte Medan early inthe afternoon with a 
ninety-mile run behind us—our longest 
in Sumatra. . 

Before we reached Medan we passed 
a heavy, two-wheeled transport cart on 
its way to some estate, drawn ‘by the 
most enormiuds buffalo T had even seen. 
A thin, sweating Chinese coolie walked 
beside it, wearing a battered pair of blue 
‘tteusers and a round, peaked hat of 
bamboo, undoubtedly the aggregate of his 
worldly possessions, Just us we drew 
alongside, the buftalo got wind of a 
near-by wallow, stretched his neck, and 
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snapped the extremely simple harness—s 
piece of cope holding the wooden collar 
to the shafts. 

While the huge beast ambleil off to 
enjoy his mud bath the coolie reared 
the harness by unraveling a few letpths 
of thread from some burlap sacking in 
the cart, plaiting it mite a cord, and then 
splicing the liroken rope. This done, tre 
extracted from the waistband of his 
trousers what appeared to be a handful 
of dried peas—probably counted down to 
the last grain that would support life— 
ate his meal, and set owt to recover ‘his 
cnmibersome charge. But the buffalo was 
otherwise minded 

For thirty-five minutes the patient 
Chinaman vainly tied to make the huge 
anomal lenve the aud-hole, himself get- 
ting plastered ‘with slime and deeply 
écratched on some dead branches, 

At last the relentless yanking on his 
nose-rope spoiled the buifalo's repose, 
and be followed his driver to the cart 
With a fine effect of heing very bored. 
When the collar was again htted over his 
néck the oversized anual swong his 
head fretiully anid the harness promptly 
stipped ance more, Without a change 
in expression the coolie started to nuke 
anew repair, and the last we saw of him 
wal a patient figure squatting on the 
road, laboriously sawing off with his 
teeth the end of the tuifalo's nose-rope. 
From Siantar to Tebing Tinggi the 
road had passed through dense forest, 
the eles of the mght of way choked 
with wild plantains, “elephant cars,” and 
all the quick-growing plants end vines 
that the jungle sends out to recover the 
land stolen from rt. 

Only a few ambitious tohacco estates 
broke In.on the franks of the vine-en- 
tangled, straight-trunked trees; but from 
Tebing Tingyi the ram to Medan took ws 
through some of the most thriving estates 
in Surmatra: En that fertile section was 
represented nearky every variety of plan- 


tation found on the island.
